The examiner concurs with applicant's remarks of 6/30/2008. The claims are deemed 

allowable in view of applicant's remarks. Claims 11-21 are allowed, with previously 
withdrawn process claims 18-20 being rejoined because they are dependent from now 
allowed independent product claim 1 1 .
